An Interesting feature Is the gossip 
which, came from Baron Hayashl, the 
Japanese minister here. He has made 
It plain that the proposals must come 
direct from the emperor of Russia and 
be followed by a formal suelng for 
peace. 


H. Takahoshl, the Japanese special 


financial commissioner, has had some- 
thing Interesting to say regarding the 
cost of the war and the possible de- 
mands for Indemnity. 
"The war cost $300.000.000 the first 
year and Is estimated to cost $350.000,- 
000 the present year. 
"Japan will certainly demand Indem- 
nity to cover the cost of the war. 
"If Russia assumes that a contin- 
uance of the war will 
deplete our 
finances It Is another mistake In their 
Judgment. 
"We can maintain 
a suf- 
ficient army In Manchuria to keep out 
the Russians Indefinitely, but this will 
necessitate Japan remaining In Man- 
churia and administering affairs In that 
section on a war footing, which we 
do not desire. 
"The soil of Manchuria Is fertile and 
productive and an army can be main- 
tained there, which Is not true In Si- 
beria, which will be the home of the 
opposing forces." 
China, he said. Is making wonderful 
strides since the opening of the war 
and would reorganize Its army and 
navy.

themselves for any ordinary office to 
attend to. 
This office Is literally swamped with 
work—papers, charts, lists, certificates 
and othec valuable data, flled In rows 
of cases and piled high, here and there. 
In orderly Index. 
Chief Clerk Long stated that they 
had on hand at present five big con- 
tracts, amounting to $24.200. with nine- 
teen contracts In course of operation, 
and unfinished.
